Long Trek to Peace 
River 

Interesting letters has been received 
from a party of 35 Ontario people, who 
set out from Toronto on March 18th 
to form a colony In the far away lands 
of the Peace River District. Most of 
these are farmers, but several ‘Toronto 
boys, including Donald C. Cranston, 
Garnet Truax, Geo, Flint and Sam 
Sargent are with the expedition. 

Leaving Edmonton on May 19th 
with 18 load of oxen and a year’s 
supplies, the long trek of §5¢ miles 
was begun, the direct winter route 
being impassable by muskegs. 

As far as Athabaska Landing the 
roads were found in very good con- 
dition and the 110 miles were covered 
fn seven days. Here arrangements 
were made to ship most of the sup- 
plies by the steamer ‘* Midnight Sun,” 
to the west end of Lesser Slave lake. 
The women and children were also 
left to proceed by water, The party 
Rot a contract to chop 200 cords of 
wood at $2 a cord for the navigation 
companygand this paid the freight and 
passengers. 

The land route from Athaasca 
Landing around the north shore of the 
lake is described as decidedly stren: 
uous especially the hills. Bald hill, 
two and a half miles long, took two 
and a half days to surmount, and four 
or five teams of oxen had lo be put on 
a load to getit up. Other teams were 
$9 steep and icy that the oxen were 
sometimes sliding down on their hips 
half the way down, and several up-sets 
occured, Often corduroy roads had 
to be built before the outfit could pro- 
ceed, Martin river. four and a half 
feet deep, and quite wide had to be 
forded. 

At Shaw’s point the women and 


chilaren rejoiped the party and a start 
was made about middle of June for 
Peace River crossing. ‘They had some 
225 miles still to cover to Beaver 
Lodge, Crand Prairie, their objective 
point, which they expected to reach 
about July sth. 


Every one is charmed with the 
district, which is described as very 
beautiful being quite near the Rockies. 
Spring is said to be three or four weeks 
in advance of many places in the west. 
Almost anything that is grown in 
Ontario can be successfully cultivated. 
Small fruits grow wild in profusion 
Cval has been tound in great quantity. 


Settlers are flocking in this year and 
as soon as the new railways are built 
it is predicted that the district will be 
quickly settled. The climate is said 
to be all that could be desired.

| London.—As a result of the investi- | 
|gations at St. Mary's hospital, Lon-) 
don, Dr. Distaso, of Paris, says he 
has verified the theory of Prof. Meth- 
nikoff that old age can be warded off. 
It will be recalled that Prof. Methni- 
koff declared it to be his conviction a 
couple of years ago that the large in- 
testine was the breeding place of the! 
majority of harmful germs in the 
human body, and when this intestine 
| was removed the majority of germs re- 
‘maining in the body were beneficial, 
with the result, that life was pro- 
longed. ‘Dr. Distaso’s convictions were 
directed to comparing the germs found 
in the normal individuals and in those 
| whose large intestinehad been removed 
by operations. He so satisfied him- 
self by his studies of the truth of Prof. 
Methnikotf’s theory that he unhesitat- 
ingly says that every child ought to 
have its large intestine removed when 
two or three years old. 
He further aflirms that almost every 
chronie disease can be traced to the 
act of the intestinal germs, among 
others heart disease, arterial solerosis 
and most kinds of headaches. Every- 
j body would get along better without 
the big intestine, but those who are in. 
clined to submit to an operation for 
its removal ought, if they want to live 
long, to eat very little meat, once daily 
being plenty, with green vegetables 
and other vegetables at other meals. 
Water should be drunk abundantly 
throughout the day, but no tea, coffee 
or spirits, although alittle diluted 
wine could be allowed with meals. 
Kygs are dangerous poison. They de- 
compose within the intestines exactly 
us they do outside, and afford an ex- 
cellent breeding place for maleficient 
germs,

't0 DISREGARD PRECEDENT AND 


INTERFERE WITH FINANCE 


Lord Lansdowne Intimates that the 
House will not Pass the Bill Regu- 
lating the Imposition of New Taxes 
—Members of the Government Re- 
cently Threatened that if Lords In- 
terfere they will Appeal to Country 
London.—From 4 statement made 

Lord Lansdowne, in a_ political 

speech recently, it is apparent that the 

Unionist Lords intend to disregard 

precedent and treat the budget when

it reaches them from the House of 
Commons as they would any other 
ineasure, Heretofore the House of 


Lords has not interfered with the fin- 
ancial measures of the government of 
the day, the imposition of new taxes 
and expenditures being considered en- 
tirely in the hands of the House of 
Commons. 

Lord Lansdowne said it) was not 
likely that the House of Lords would 
proclaim that it had no responsibility 
in the budget or that it was obliged to 
swallow the bill whole because it 
nixed up financial affairs. He con- 
tended that it was unthinkable that 
in a country where there were two 
chambers, it should be left absolutely 
to one of them to impose a new finan- 
cial system. / 

The members of the government re- 
cently threatened that if the House of 
Lords interfered with the budget they 
would appeal to the country on the 
question of the reform, if not the 
abolition, of that house, 


Sailors Found Montreal Too Warm 

Montreal.—Members of the crew of 
the steamship Pelican, of the Hudson 
Bay Company, sailed again for the 
north after putting in at this port for 
supplies. The sailors suffered intoler- 
ably from the heat here, the differ. 
ence in the temperature between Mon- 
treal and Labrador at this time of the 
year being too striking for comfort. 
The Pelican gill soil along the coast 
of Labrador and Uneava Bay, as far 
as Churchill and York factory.
